SCHOOL BUS SAFETY DEMONSTRATION 
ELEMENTARY PUPILS TO PARTICIPATE IN PROGRAM NEXT WEEK 


A unique program, the second of its kind, will take place 
next week, This program is for the instruction of safety 
precautions for elementary school children while boarding, 
riding and unloading of school buss 


Safety Officer, Sgt. John Imb: will be in charge, with 


Edward LaPorta, Safety Director of Hudson Bus Lines and Roder- 


ick Chitty, Safety Engineer of Markel Services, an Insurance 
Company. 

A safety car, school bus and two automobiles will be used 

and students from each school will be used for actual demon- 

stration of proper procedures to be followed while boarding, 
riding and leaving school buses. 

Students will be given 6 basic rules on behavior and proper 

conduct to be followed on the vehicles. 

The Safety Car will be equipped with sound amplifiers during 

the demonstration and actual conditions will be simulated. 

The basic rules are as follows: 

. Be at the bus stop when the bus arrives. A driver on sche- 
dule is not required to'wait for passengers. 

+ Board the bus in an orderly manner and go immediately to a 
seat and sit down. 

. The same conduct or behavior is expected on a schoo] bus as 
in a classroom except low conversation is allowed. No 
profanity or improper language is allowed. 

. Never cross the road unless it is absolutely necessary. 
School bus routes where possible have been set up so a 
minimum number of children are required to cross the road. 

(a) When necessary to cross the road after getting off 
the school bus pupils are required to walk beyond 
the front corner: of the bus until they are sure the 
bus driver can see them before crossing in front of 
the bus. 

(b) They are required to stop a second time at the left 
front corner of the bus to look in both directions 
to see that traffic has stopped. 

(c) They are to walk, not run, across the highway. 

. Avoid throwing objects of any kind from the bus windows 
while bus is standing or moving. Also no part of the body 
is to be protruding from the bus windows at any time. 

. Bring a written permit from home if you are going home on a 
different bus or if you are getting off the bus other than 
your regular stop, Have your permit OK’ ed by your grade 
teacher or bus supervisor. 

The program will start next Tuesday at 9 a.m, and will con-

MIGHT MAKES RIGHT 


For months, Police Chief Paul Lynch hac been 
trying to get more men assigned to his regular 
staff on the police force. 

In a town of 175 sauare miles, under the 
present staff of 12 men including the Chief, 
and twelve thousand population,it 1s physically 
impossible to patrol the entire town and to 
check the business establishments nightly. 

At night there are only two poll cenen on 
duty. Police Chief Lynch wisely forbids the 
patrolling of the town in the cruiser by CNE 
man. As a result, one cruiser ic parked all 
night at the station while the other is out 
patrolling. 

There is not even a policeman on duty at the 
station to receive calls, all calls being 
handled by the fire department and relayed to 
the cruiser. 

The suspects in the recent Shamrock Drive-In 
break admitted to observing the patrol car 
checking the store on the night of the break 
and then entering after they left. All things 
being equal, it would be virtually impossible 
for the cruiser to patrot the entire town and 
come back again in any short while, thus giving 
the burglars amole time to commit their act and 
leave. 

With the new police station going up--it 
appears logical that the police department wil! 
have to have a man on duty to answer the incom- 
ing calls, during the night. With the rule of 
two men to a cruiser at night, an extra man 
will be needed at the station. 

In all fairness to an overworked and short- 
handed staff, the Police Department has operat- 
ed efficiently, it is just physically imposs- 
ible-without more men-to cover the entire town 
and give business and citizens the protection 
that is due them. 


HELPFUL CITIZENS? 


At the scene of a recent accident, two citi- 
zens came out of tneir homes to observe what 
had happened. The police at that time were at 
the scene and quite concerned with the injuries 
received by the motorists. 

These two citizens demanded that a light be 
placed on the wrecked car -- so insistant were 
they -- that they aggravated the police offi- 
cers who were trying to straighten out the 
situation. 4 

It is a citizen's duty to assist a police 
officer in tire of need. Being helpful is a 
gratifying act. 

However, in view of the fact that the police 
cruiser was alongside the scene of the accident, 
the head! ights were on and the blue light on 
the roof of the cruiser was flashing, these 
citizens could have hindered rescue operations, 
rather than helped. :

Customs Declarations on form 2966 or 2976-A completed by the 

senders are required on -parcels addressed to certain mili- 

tary post offices overseas. 

The domestic rates of postage are applicable, and postage 

must be fully prepaid. 

Air mail articles weighing not to exceed 8 ounces are char- 

geable at the rate of 7 cents per ounce, and those weighing 
over 8 ounces are chargeable at the rate of 80 cents a pound
